McGill Team Has Excellent 
.Chances No Matter Where 
Game Is Played. 



NEW PH. DEGREE 
IS ESTABLISHED 

English Universities Have 
Degree and Show Require- 
ments. 



As a result of a reconimcndaiion 
made early In 1918 by tho I'rimo .Mln-i 
ister's Comnilttco upon the position of 
Natural Sclince in tho Educational 
Systciii of Groat Britain the doctor of 
philosophy degree, so long Identified 
with Germany in its origin and tradi- 
tions, and with America in Its adop- 
tion and widespread prostlKc has l)t'en 
rstablished In most of the iinlversltloa 
in Oreat BriUin. This step n)ay bo 
regarded as a move to attract Amori- 
(;an students in Increasing nnmberu 
from tho German institntlons. 

The requirements for tho degree aro 
Biibstantially uniform for all the in- 
stltiitlous which will confer It. The 
applicant for admission to study for 
tho degree must have graduated at a 
university agency having tho degree 
In charge, and must be at Ica.st 21 
years of age, but Bristol, Durham, 
Glasgow, I^ondon and .Manchester set 
no minimum age limitation. 

Research is expressly laid down as 
the fundamental characteristic of the 
course, many of the unlvcrsltlep hav- 
ing issued supplementary pamphlets 
KOttinK forth tho rcqulroinents for tho 
degree under tho title " Facilities for 
Advanced Study and Research." The 
particular subjects and their combin- 
aUonp are in ail cases in the discer- 
tion of the university authoritioB. All 
the municipal instructions permit, 
even encourage, the student to spend 
not more than a year at other institu- 
tions after the completion of one year 
of work. 



No announcement hasj been made 
regarding the play-off fo^ the Inter- 
collegiate Rugby championship. To- 
morrow Queen's will meet Toronto in 
the home town of the latter College, 
and. when the result of the game la 
known, something definite can be de 
elded. Of course, nobody doubts 
what the result of the game will he, 
but nothing cart' We' dofte officially 
until to-morrow night. 

It is considered even more improba 
ble that Queen's should succeed in 
winning to-morrow afternoon. This 
Is especially true, inasmiich as their 
intermediates are playing the first 
game of a homo and home series for 
the Intermediate shampionship in the 
morning. In order to capture at 
lea?t one title, it is only natural that 
they will put every available man in 
the morning contest. This will de- 
priv* the seniors of their spares, as 
well as some of the men who were 
plajing as regulars on tho senior 
team towards the end of the season. 
"The Intercollegiate ruling allows any 
man to play Intermediate who has not 
played more than ono senior game 
during the season. 

At tho present time "Varsity seems 
to be putting off making a decision 
In order to force a loss for the choice 
of place, as they did in 1914. This 
the McGill team has refuped to accept, 
and they are not very likely to change 
their minds on the subject. Toronto 
has expressed a preference for Kings- 
ton, if It is not impossible to toss for 
the choice of place. "The .McGill 
officials have already explained that 
Ihey would bo only too willing to play 
In Kingston, but tiioro Is no place In 
that town whcr.e a crowd of, any size 
could be accommodated. .If, .the new 
Stadium wore completed, Kingston 
might be the place chosen. 

McGill has suggested Ottawa as the 
place for the play-off. Why Toronto 
Hliould object to the choice cannot be 
understood. It ii; the logical neutral 
point. Situated about half-way be- 
tween the two Colleges, the city Is big 
enough to ^urn out a large crowd at 
the contest, and at the same Ume the 
hotel accommodation Is sufficient to 
handle the Influx of people to, see the 
game. In addition, there is a large 
ground in that city with sufficient 
accommodatton to hold a crowd of 
almost any size. 

Yesterday tho team started heavy 
work again. After holding a short 
signal practice the team was lined up 
ogainst the intermediates. , They went 
through their formations with snap 
that promises well for their miocaBS 
next week. The men will keep up 
heavy scrimmage work for three or 
four days, and then will gradually

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SNEAK THIEVING-. A REMEDY 

It is rcgrctinblc that wc should have to note dishonesty among 
AlcGill men, but it ib a fact that during the last two days three over- 
coat* -and' n. number of loose-leaf notebooks Ijave disappeared from 
the cloak room of the Union. 

Wc are loath to believe that students of our University would 
• i«oop to such despicable actions It seems unfortunate indeed that 
McGill should have to shelter men whose moral standards are so low 
as to rtllow them to steal the proocrty lof others. If we could believe 
that the culprit or culprits were other than MciGill men, we should 
be greatly relieved. But no suspicious-looking strangers have been 
seen around the Union during the last two days, and there is every 
reason to believe that the criminal is a member of the University. 

Such conduct on the part of McGill men is unusual, and calls for 
unusual remedies. If the ciilprit can be discovered ho will certainly 
receive exemplary punishment. Sneak thieving will not be tolerated 
within the walls of the University and no clemency will be shown men 
who resort to these practices.' 

As regards the Union itself, it was suggested at the general mcet- 
j.ig of the Students' Society in .October that a checking system be 
inaugurated so that men may leave their outer clothing and books in 
safety while they arc in the building. Owing to freedom from 
trouble jf this nature in the past, it was thought unnecessary to pro- 
vide against dishonesty wiTich did not exist. But since there is an 
individual among the" students such as the os? who has evidently 
removed these articles, provision of some sort must be made, and 
that at once, to abviata any chance. of a repetition of the offence. 

■ We cannot urge too strongly upon the authorities the necessity 
of protecting tht- property of the students and of punishing severely 
anyone whn is >o lacking in honor and decency as to commit depre- 
dations upon his fellows. As a University we must exact iiigh moral 
qualities from our fellows, and we can ill afford to have a stain upon 
the student-body stich as the blot of theft. As men we do n:ot want 
ro feci that wc have among us one who laçks the cardinal virtues of 
^manhood, honesty. \
